UNITED STATES STEEL THE LEADER

Sew High Record Made for Preferred
ad Common Shares aad tlaklas

Faad Bonds Vnloa Pa-

cific la Lower.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2i. The maintenance
of the minimum discount r.itc of the Bank
of England, the lack of apprehension to the
demnnd money market here and evidence of
steady Improvement In Industrial circles
were among the contributing factors 1o
today's strong and active stock market.

United Slates Steel Issues were the letd-er- s,

the preferred and common shnres,
together with the sinking fund bonds, mov-
ing to new high records for the present
movement. The continued absorption of
these bonds at the higher level was In
excess of 17.000 nm. uhli h was believed to
break all records for a day's dealings ln
any uiuivmuai ooni on ine eiws. rvnnuRcand was nssunied to be for Investment
account. As proof of the better state of
the steel and Iron trade It Is only necessary
to cite today's advance of $.1 per ton In
bar Iron by one of the Independent com-
panies. That this advance has been, or
will be followed bv kindred companies ad-
mits of little doubt. Out of town banks
and other flnnnrtal Institutions were lender
of money on rail In this market todny. Fof
Iondon account some 50,000 shares of stocks
was bought.

After an Irregular opening, prices for a
number of active Issues, chiefly Amalga-
mated Copper. Sugar and Pacific Mall, took
a decided drop, the result. It seemed, of
market manipulation. Recoveries were quite
general by noon, a number of specialties
participating In the improvement. Save
for some moments of hesitation, the market
held strong throughout the afternoon. Lit-
tle Increase of commission business was
noted until tho fln-t- l hour, wnen the gen-

eral list was bought. Henv'v buvlng of
Reading, attributed to Philadelphia denvnd
stimulated buvlng In the other coalers. The
steel stocks and stocks of similar Independ-
ent companies resisted further gains.

The most marked exception to the gen-
eral rise was Union Pacific, which was
under pressure nil dsv and made a net
fractional decline. Transactions In the steel
shares which mde net gains of 1. and 4'4
per cent for the common and preferred,
respectively, ainrregated almost rne-thlr- d

of the day's total operations. The ateel
bonds led slso Into the bond market several
huge blocks changing bands. Their net
advance was 2 per cent. The minor steel
and Iron stocks advn"nced 1 to 3 per cent.
I ike gains were made bv the coal shares.
Elsewhere In the active (1st material gains
on the day were scored by Illinois Central,
Great Northern preferred and Erie.

Government bonds were unchanged on
caH. Total sales, par value, aggregate
$10 740,000.
